In 
our case, they've tended to be more focused on property development projects within the Coastal Zone or any 
project that might result in a loss of access to the beach (e.g. loss of parking or increased costs for parking). 

The draft update to our Local Coastal Program Land Use Plan, currently being 
circulated for comment prior to review by the CCC, includes a brief discussion of 
public art / placemaking in relation to enhancing view corridors / scenic vantage 
points.
